My object in writing this tetter is to 


let tha loyal people of the country, and the 
authorities at Washington know that there 
is a scevr looae somewhere in thia (General 
MoDowellN) department, and I am respon- 
sible for all I any. 


After forced marches, and about half ra- 


tions, we arrived here last Saturday even- 
ing. On said day wo marched over twenty- 
two miles, over terrible roads and through 
a violent northeast storm. On Sunday we 
(Gan. HartauEPa brigade, Ord's division,) 
moved to a camp-ground near the Shenan- 
dotvh bridge, where we remained until Mon- 
day, when we crossed the river and marched 
to within three miles of Straaburg. It waa 
generally believed that on Sunday we would 
meet Jackson's army and win a glorious 
victory, but we moved slowly, and Jackson 
passed up the north, fork on the same day, 
out of our reach, when some of hia forces 
were met by Fremont's urmy, I believe, and 
aotne cannon nnd prisouera taken. 'Qeu* 
Shields altto captured a portion of Jackson's 
wneou train the day before. 


We encamped in a nwampy grove for a 


day or two (nerir Strasburg), when the fresh- 
ot swept away a bridge ubove, cutting off 
our communication with Strasburg. We 
then made a hasty ietro«it, day before yea- 
terday, back to Front Royal. On the same 
night both the turnpike and railroad bridges 
«r«re carried away. Our retrent was there- 
fore fortunate. 


During (ho week our tuun suffered se- 


verely. I never knew before what it wns 
to bo without shelter for days and nightu in 
a terrible storm, without food, und without 
tho menus to procure it. Men and hones 
ware completely exhausted, 


Although' Ihe storm ii over now, the &un 


shining, and everything assuming a cheer- 
ful appearance, wo arc even yet uimblu to 
procure the necoH^ariea ot'lilo for tunn nod 
beast, while there is plenty hero belonging 
to the rebels in arms, carefully guarded hy 
our own men, but no one permitted to take 
a Jparticle ! I do know where there is 
a comraiasary utoro belonging to the rebels, 
very near our late camping grounds, with

moved to a camp-ground near the Shenan- 
doah bridge, where we remained until Mon- 
day, when we crossed the river and marcbed 
to within three miles of Strasburg. It waa 
generally believed that on Sunday we would 
meet Jackson's army and win a glorious 
victory, but we moved slowly, and Jackson 
passed up the north fork on the same day, 
out of our reach, when some of his forces 
were met by Fremont's army, I believe, and 
lotne cannon and prisoners taken. "Gen- 
Shields also captured a portion of Jackson's 
wagon train the day before. 


We encamped in a swampy grove for a 


day or two (near Strasburg), when the fresh- 
ot swept away a bridge above, cutting off 
our communication with Strasburg. We 
then made a hasty retreat, day before yes- 
terday, back to Front Royal. On the same 
night both the turnpike and railroad bridges 
were carried away. 
Our retrofit was there- 


fore fortunate. 


Daring the week our men suffered se- 


verely. I never knew before what it vms 
to be without shelter for days and nights in 
a terrible storm, without food, and without 
the means to procure it. Men and horses 
were completely exhausted. 


Although the storm is over now, the aun 


sbining, and everything assuming a cheer- 
ful appearance, we are even yet unable to 
procure the necessaries of life for man and 
beast, while there is plenty here belonging

its reception, we conclnded we wouldn't. 
Only one thing remained to be done, to fall 
beck and await supplies. The men of the 
command were worn down by long marches 
and short rations. Much of the time they 
were obliged to rely for food upon the scau 
ty supplies that could be foraged from the 
neighboring farm-hoaaes. They were al- 
most wholly destitute of shoes, and poorly 
provided with clothing. 
Their spirits all 


this while had been sustained by the pros 
pect of soon overtaking the enemy, and 
finding in the recaptured baggage train all 
tha supplies needed. As this prospect 
grew dim, and the certainty .dawned that 
they were left to an attack from an over- 
whelming force, their spirits sank, discon- 
tent became manifest, and I much question 
whether it would have been possible to 
march them much farther without produc- 
ing open mutiny. Fremont has adopted 
the only alternative that offerred, falling 
back upon a central point to rest and recu- 
perate his command. If blame attaches to 
any one for this movement, it certainly can- 
not cling to bis skirts. 


RKIXFOKCZMENTS.—It is believed that 


General McClellan has been largely rein- 
forced. 
General McUall's division—made 


up mostly of Pennsylvania reserve corps— 
has gone forward, some 8,000 strong. Ten 
regiments which have during the most of 
the year, been in the neighborhood of New- 
port News, Old Point, <to., have also joined 
the grand army.
